But the explosion of light and color 
and sound, with jts admixture of carnival 
atmasphere and reverent mvsticism, bas wiven 
Donna and mea glimpse into Cevlon's leaend- 
ary past. Even today that kaleidoscopic past 
is evrerywhere eviclent. 

We had arrived ata crucial time tn the little 
nations affairs. After drifting perilously close

For seven weeks Donna and [ crisscrossed

But, like most visitors, we always 
returned to the Pettah, or marketplace, whose 
narrow clogged streets resound in a raucous 


svmphony of blaring horns from vintage cars 


and battered buses, of mumbling carts and 
chattering humanity (page 4371. 

A sweating porter, bent beneath bulging 
hays of rice, nudges me against a wall of tin 
kettles. Bounding out of tis stall, o bearded 
Moor seizes upon my embarrassment at his 
tumbled wares to barter for a quick sale. I

Europe was still inhabited fv barbarians 
Cevlon boasted magnificent kingdoms built 
by Sinhalese upon the foundation of a great 
felinion, Hudidhism. lhe Sinhalese, a peo 
from northern India, came by sail in the fifth 
or sixth century BC. to settle on this ishind off 
the toe of Incia. Thev constructed huge arti 
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with Tamil majorities could use Tamil in their 
schools pr local zovermmecnts. However, since 
the central government and many businesses 
mre conducted in Sinhalese, Tomils suffer o 
handicap when they compete with Sinhalese. 

As one Ceylonese foend put it, “When we 
rejected Envlish as our nation language, we 
went from the solution to the problem.” 

But such concerns seem remote on Cislle 
Fuce Green, The bond plays “oom-pa-pa” 
melodies, children trot by on ponies, andl 20+ 
foot cobra kites dance overhead. 

By late dusk the crowds melt away, Even 
the audacious crows, Ceylon’s omnipresent 
pestis. scavenge their last morsel and fy off, 
leaving the crashing breakers playing tocan 
empty house.

friends Cynthia and Vere de Mel 


“String-hoppers Coal Fiery Curries 


When we first arrived m Colombo, Cynthia 
hud said. “You can’t capture Cevion from 
hetel roams! You must come live with us," 

The De Mels typify modern Cevlon. Al- 
though both are Sinhalese, Cynthia was reared 
as a Christian and Enelith-educated. She 
married of her own choice, while girlhood 
iriends still expected parentally. arranged 
matches: Bricht. beautiful, and effervescent, 
Cynthia skillfully manages her own travel 
agency. Vere, devoutly Bucldhist and a former 
Lrangportation official, owns Colomba's taxi 
service, Cuickshaws. 

Throveh Cynthia and Vere, we touched the 
pulsebeat of Cevlon, its gentle people. We ate 
torrid curries, always careful to take plenty af 
“string-hoppers”—spaghetti-like palties—ias 
fre extinguishers for the more flammable 
dishes. Cynthia tight Donna to drape a sari, 
to bargin for fruitsand vegetables in the mar 
ket, and to prepare many Cevlonese delicacies: 

We came to understand the old saving, 
“The Cevlonese are happiest with stranger

in their streets ora yieitor on their doorstep.” 

Every day at the De Mel’ was rewarding. 
But lvividly recall one evening in particular. 
Coanthia informed ta: “The cook isn't well.

“A lime ceremony?” IT asked.

“Tea Party” Colors China Bay 


We leit our friend tw his problems ane 
headed toward Trincomalee, Cevlon's narth- 
tact port, Whence much tea is shipped over- 
seas, Prom his docksile office, Mr. Lionel 
Keess, miunager of the Trincomalee Tea Ad- 
ministration, surveyed the fleet of freighters 
anchored in the (hina Bay harbor 

“We've just loaded one miilion pounds of 
tea, That gray freighter’s bound for England, 
vin Aden and Suez; the one moored close 
aboard heads to Australia; that black one get- 
ting up steam sails for Boston, New York, 
Philatlelphia, Baltimore, Jacksonville, ancl 
Galveston. An average dlay," Mr Reess mused, 

Below us, laborers, their back« lumped 
black with calluses, nviscled 125-pound tea 
chests aboard lichters that ferried the curzo to 
the ships. Booms angled out from the freight- 
ers Tike tentacles of an octapus, holding nets 
to haul wboard the precivus cargo. 

“Cevion exported 455 million pounds of tes 
In 1963, and agunin 1964," Mr KRevss sail 
“Trincomalee haneled 315 million of those 
pounds in 1963, while Colombe and Galle 
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shared the balance. With the cyclone, Trin- 
comalee’s 1964 volume shrank to 265 million” 

“The cyclone?” Donna inquired,

Fishermen Hace Home Under Sail

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Weeks on the Sea Floor

house at Cap Ferrat and reflected from a jetliner begin- 

ning its climb from Nice-Cote d'Azur airport on France's 

south coast, Off the cape a statuesque water-skier crossed the 

sparkling sea. Oblivious to the vivid scene, a dozen of us 

sat closeted in the lighthouse watching closed-circuit telecasts 

of a historic event taking place 370 feet below the skier’s 

foaming wake. We were witnessing one of the first steps in 
man’s economic occupation of the ocean floor. 

I had wagered a $700,000 project, involving 150 technicians 

and a dozen vessels, on the skill and dedication of a few 

young men shivering in the cold darkness of that lonely and 

forbidding realm. It was an expensive gamble on a tough 

and tricky task. But if they proved me right, millions 


Te OCTOBER SUN gleamed on the white stone light- 


house-workshop known as Conshelf (Continental Shelf) Three 
crouches on the Mediterranean floor. The station's “street 

lamps" and the ghostly glimmer of day outline the author's famous 
diving saucer, above, probing the chill depths like a shark. Working 
out of the sea house for three weeks, six ““oceanauts’’ boldly 
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and refrigerator for three weeks’ food stocks: 

To keep a close watch on their breathing 
mixtures, the oceanauts had was analyzers 
Whose findings could be reac! simultaneously 
in the house beneath the sea and by cbectrical 
transmission in the lizhthoise above, This 
equipment was backed by a mininturized 
mass spectrogragh that continuously recorded 
the presence of every gaseous element in the 
occanmiuts’ environment To rid the sphere of 
nitrogen, we created o vacuum miside it that 
wrung all gas out of its porous materials; then 
we filled it with heliox. 

At last the top hatch was sealed and the 
lower hatch opened to welcome aboard the 
adventurers of Conshelf Three. The ocea:- 
nauts entered it at noon on September 17, 
L965 (pace 505), They closed the bottom 
hatch, land on heliox pressure, and reached 1! 
atmospheres in six hours, Still on the surface, 
they now lived under the equivalent pressure 
ul 328 feet of Water. . 


Heliox Changes Hass to Soprano 


As soon as the men breathed hetiox, their 
voices reverted to babyhioor. Helium 40 
light that it dees mot slow the vibrations of 
the vocal cords, and o basso profundo turns 
lou mezzo4oprano. Days would pass before 
the oneanauts could understand each other. 

They had to learn to speak slowly and suc- 
cinctly, and to avon high-pitched sounds. 
Omer destribed it “Sooner or later, you were 
hound to get excited. and when you sow the 
genuine puzzlement on the other fellow’'s face, 
vour hot emotion turned into a big lnugh.” 

As we teadied our 140-ton undersea house 
for ite seaward journey, the panorama on the 
south jetty of Monaco was one of splendic 
chaos. Four vessels, several ladnches, and a 
hundred line-handlers crowded the quay, It 
Wat crummed with belium and oxveen tanks, 
a rou crane, miles of spooled cable, camera 
crews, communications huts, hundreds of 
spectutors, anc the inevitable small child 
standing under the henviest weight that was 
being transferred. Watching were naval ob- 
servers from the United States, Brita, Italy, 
Sweden, Weal Genmiunoy, and France. 

Half-hidden in the work party, giving no 
orders but keenly scanning the tumultuous 
scemt, stood @ pioneer among ocennauts, the 
safety chief af our complicated operation 
Albert Falco's veteran eve and undersea wis- 
dom perceived every aspect of the three-ci- 
mensional operation. He did hot need syrolpols 
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of authority. Our people knew he was there. 

As our smaller research ves Espadon, 
dogged through the darkening sea with the 
sphere in tow (pages 506-7), 4 reporter an 
board said to Simeone, “Madame Cousteau, 
you must be concerned about your son in 
there.” She replied, “Monsieur, | have six:sons 
in there, and | am thinking of all of them.” 

We reached the station site in the morning, 
and the weather turned hostile. One of the big 
marker buovs got.out of control and tore up 
three of the power and communication cables 
that ran out from the Cap Ferrat lighthouse 
to the dive site, We could not-aubmerge the 
house without its cables, nor leave it afloat in 
i rising storm, so we hauled it ignominiously 
back to Monuco. The ocennaits remained 
sealed up on the surface of the harbor for two 
days, while our electricians repaired the multi- 
conductor cables in the water. All wis rewdy 
nmin. on the morning of September 21, 

We anticipated that there would be two 
rent critical periods for Conshelf Three: the 
descent and precise landing on the bottom, 
and the return to the surface under the con- 
trol of the oceannuts themselves. 

A considerable flotilla was engaged in pre- 
paring Conshelf Three to slide down a tight 
guide wire to its destined site on the floor. 
Five seagoing vessels, our diving: saucer: and 
half a doren launches and rubber boats were 
involved. Most of them had walkic-talkivs, 
whose messages could be transmitted via 
headquarters on Cop Ferrat to the diving 
saucer and the deep-sea station itself. Under 
the surioce, {5 divers mace the sea house 
ready to descenct. 

Husky Bernard Delemotte’s job was to 
plug in 14 multiconductor cables beneath the 
house. With compressed air he blew water 
aut of the 3-by-5-footentry tube and squeezed 
mnte it with cable ends, tools, and athree-lank 
Aqua-Lung. He dried himeéelf anc his gene, 
removed waterproof compound fram the con- 
nections, dnd joined them with many turns 
of protective tape. Three hours of this unseen 
awomiring work gave the oceanwuts warmth, 
telephone, and TV transmission. 

The currents began changing. Ships and 
civers eased restraining lines or mode them 
laut to keep the undersea house in position. 
The sea put kinks in-the cables hanging on 
yellow drums between shore and sphere 
Launches tucved at the writhing power lines 
to keep them in order (page $111.

Sheep Ranchers Face Varied Woes 


Rawlins wm the seat of Carbon County, where more 
sheep are rused than anywhere else in the United States, 
except two counties in Texas, Carbon County woolgrow- 
ers, however, have Texas-size trouble« 

I listened to o few over a predawn breakfast at a Raw 
line restaurant. Curtis Rochelle, Bus Rendle. Charles 
Vivion, and Elmer Peterson are early risers. and hardy 
hangers-on in a traditional Wyoming industry hard hit by 
sarzing lamb prices, foreien wool competition, synthetic 
hhers, periodic clrought. and troubles with fences. They 
have troubles, that is, with conservationists snd hunters, 
whe say Tences—thousands of miles of them across leased 
Federal Jand—restrict the movement of deer and antelope. 

“Kine reason we put our sheep behind fences,” Curt 
Rochelle was saying, “is that we can’t get enough godel 
sheopherders anv more 

“Weill have to come to some kind of compromise with 
the lyunters, I guess,” Curt continued: “The Wyoming 
Lame Commission recommends a fence low enouwth for a 
deer to jump, and high enough for an antelope to craw! 
under. This may satiety the conservationists too 

“As far as conservation is concerned, sheep sftanld he 
fenced and pot herded orcund 
forage, antl leaves sheep trails that encourage erosion

Ewes tend to lose their lambs in all the con- 
fusion of being herded.” 

Curt’s final reuson for defencing fenced 
prairie was, to me, absolutely unassailable: 
He has 460 mile of fences Aung across Wvo- 
ming-——at $1.0K00 a mile. 

“We used to raise sheep for-money and cat- 
the for respectability, behma the same fences,” 
Charlie Vivion sank “Now you can’t get either 
one owt of either one” 

“That's right,” Bus Rendle soick “I'm oper- 
ating with one man ound myself, and I'm 
thinking of firing me.” 

Then Bus took off in his private plane to 
sell some sheep over on the Idaho border 

Back in the old davs, raising sheep and cat- 
tle together would have been unthinkable. 
For years, Wyoming cattiemen, firs. on the 
scene, accused sheepmen of denuding the 
range and draining water holes with their 
hungry, thirsty flocks. There was vicious 
war and much bloodletting 

“Toremember talk about sheep wagons on 
fire in the hills when [ wasa kid,” said cattle- 
man Qunny Budd. His great-grandfather, a 
cattle rancher, started the town named Biz 
Piney in the 1580's. 

Danny introduced me to Everett Curtis of 
Big Pines. Everett remembered back to the 
days before fences, almost to the era of bad 
blood among catilemen, in the 1590's, when 
cowhovs diecl in range wars because they'd 
pul their brand on another man’s calves 


Winter Begins of 40 Below 


*“My dad came: to Wyoming in a wagon 
train bound for California,” Everett told me. 
“He dropped out because he liked the looks 
of the land. T was the first white baby born in 
Big Piney. My folks laid me out on o tuble, 
and everybody filed by to-get a good look” 

We were riding out to a cattle branding on 
the Circle Ranch of James F. Michelson, a 
spread of about 0,000 acres. Everett punched 
cows here for 2© veors, and now owns-a small 
herd of Hereforcds himself 

“Bie Piney's temperatures ore always being 
talked about on the radio,” T mentioned. “Is it 
pretty bad here in the winter?” 

“Vou know,” he said, “we never noticed it 
Lill the radio picked it up. We don’t even get 


Sp 


into our long johns until it hits about 40 be- 
low. OF course, that happens pretty often.” 

All across Wvoming cattle country, [ had 
varuely wondered about the kindergartens of 
calves clastered in the sugebrush around a 
single cow. 

“Cows are smarter animals than you'd 
think,” Everett told) me “Thev'll leave one 
or two old cows to baby-sit all day with 20 
colves, While the mothers go off to find grass 
and water and salt. 

“T don't know how they decide who does 
the calf-sitting. But | do know that if vou 
roped one of those ornery little critters and 
dropped him off from a truck miles away, he'd 
be back in the same patch of sagebrush with 
his baby-sitter almost before vou could get 
back yourself.” 


False Teeth Save Pampered Cattle 


Pypicked up another odd bit of range lore 
that afternoon. 

"What did you say about false teeth?” | 
asked a rancher who was at the branding 

“That's right,” he said. “Several vears ago 
quite a few cattle wore ‘em. Particularly reg- 
istered puurchreds. A few still do, especially 
in areas where there is a lot of grit.” 

Grazing animals, he explained, often pick 
up dirt, bits of stone, and other abrasive ma- 
terials together wilh grass. With steers, there's 
no problem, since they go to market pretty 
youns But over the years the teeth of valuable 
hreeding stock wear down. Some of the ant- 
mals ore worth thousands of clollars-apiece. 
Unable to chew a full ration, they might even- 
tually starve. 

“In the old days, we just slaughtered stock 
that had reached that point.” the rancher said. 
“Then a dentist came wong and invented 
stainless-stee! crowns that fit night over the 
lower incisors, adding years to their lives” 

The ortgmal catth of Wyoming were the 
buffala. They fed and clothed the Indian for 
centuries, then bechime nearly extinet ot the 
hands of the poleface.

But of course, if they tapped 
into our hot springs, even miles away from 
Old Faithful. forexample, it might be the enc 
It could wpset the thermal balance of all that 
interconnected underground plumbing.” 


Quake Changes Flow of Springs 


The shvhtest alteration of temperature or 
pressure can suddenly change a spring's way 
of life. In Awgust, 1959, a severe earthquake, 
centered al nearby Hebgen Lake in Montana, 
pave Yellowstone a memorable jolt* The 
underground convulsions, Murler said, had 
altered many springs and gevsers. Some beau. 
tiful geysers became dormant; others, pre- 
viously insignificant, sprang to furious. and 
photogenic activity 

“What we ooed,” George said, “is net more 
power, but more respect for these wonders of 
nature. It's a crime what people will do to 
them. One morning we drew water out of 
Morning Giory Pool and mace it erupt. It 
reswallowed mos! of what it had reguraitated. 
But around its chin we picked ap 73 towels

Wroming's Future: Higher Multitudes 


Grand Teton National Park, tke Yellow- 
stone, had survived another summer's tourist 
onslnught Some Wvomingites regard this 
fact with wonder at the end of every sense. 
How many more visitors, they ask, can these 
areas take before the parks come unraveled 
from the heavy wear? 

Staring out at the splendid crags from Jack- 
son Lake Lodge, T pondered what Laurance 
Rockefeller hud told mein Washington, D.C. 

“Open space ian't the problem,” he suid, 
“but how we use it. For example, about 95 
percent of Yellowstone—one of our most 
heavily traveled parks—is still unused, Visi- 
tors concentrate at a few well-known land- 
marks in the remaining 5 percent 

“[ think eventually we'll have to turn to 
a goning concept—keeping the wilderness 
heurts of our purks intact, surrounding them 
with buffer zones of trails and footpaths, 
then, around that, developing areas for high- 
density recreational use. Thisseemsapractical 
compromise between a sort of ‘deep-freete’ 
philosophy and wide-open development. of 
the parks” 

Still in the shadow of the Tetons, I watched 
a onetime litth cow town sigh and try to 
settle down for the winter. Jackson had been 
trying to act like Las Vegas all summer, pro- 
Viding food and games and souvenirs for an 
invasion two million strong. Now Jackson 
wats tirecL 

But it wouldn't be ullowed to sleep this 
winter: Developers were spending nearly 
thirty-five million dollars to turn a.mountain- 
side near Jackson into one of the highest, most 
dramatic ski resorts west of Switzerland.
